The negro dropped the blankets and ran 
and they gave chase. The négro darted 
into the alley back of the Famous. It is a 
cul de sac, and he was caught and severely 
beaten. : 

His eyes were half closed and his nose 
bleeding freely when a crowd of butchers 
and hucksters arrived from the market. 

“The cry of Lynch him” was sent up. 

Dozens of eager hands grasped the cow- 
ering prisoner. He ‘was dragged through 
the snow ‘to the place where he was first 
seen with the blankets.

The Ohio & Mississippi Wins in @ Suit 
Over a Contract. :

SPRINGFIELD, Ilk, Dec. 30.—The Ohio! 


& Mississippi Railway Co. has at last won 
a victory in its long drawn-out suit with 
the.Wiggins Ferry Co., which has continued 


since 1874. In the case is William King 
et al. against the Ohio & Mississippi Rail- 
way Co. on the intervening petition of the 
Wiggins Ferry Co., in the matter of excep- 
tions to the defendant’s answers to the 
amended petition, Judge Allen in the United 
States Court to-day overruled the first, 
second, sixth and seventh answers, and sus- 
tained the third, fourth and fifth answers, 
practically giving the 0 . a vic- 
tory. This case has been before the United 
States Court for the Southern District of 
oe and also the United. States Supreme 
ourt. ' 

The oral argument of the exceptions was 
made months ago by Henry Hitchcock of 
St. Louis for the intervenor and Mr. Har- 
mon, now United States Attorney-General, 
and Garland Pollard for defendants, 

The litigation involves a vast sum of 
money, and the construction of the contract 
of April, 1858, Hetween the Wiggins Fer 
Co. and the Ohio & Mississippi Railroad. 
The effect of overruling the exceptions is to 
hold that the contract had exclusive refer- 
ence to ferrying and that the’ St. Lomis 
bridge, finished in 1874, not having deen 
completed when the contract was entered in- 
to, the railway company was enabled to use 
it in transporting freight and passengers 
without any breach of the ferry contract, 
Ninety typewritten pages of briefs were 
filed in the case.

The Powers of all Europe regard 
the Rothschilds with as much awe as a 
schoolboy does his teacher, but when the 
dig financial house finds that the United 
States will not be frightened, it is agreed 
by bankers that none will be more eager 
than the Rothschilds to buy the bonds.

FOUR AMERICANS MURDERED, 


Illegally Put to Death at Chuquisaca, 
Bolivia. 


LA PAZ, Bolivia, Dec. 30.—Four Ameri- 
can citizens have been judicially murdered 
at Chuquisaca, and their property has been 
illegally confiscated, 

Charles Joiner, George Miner, Alfred 
Heard and Thomas Caldwell arrived there 
last weék from Brazil, where they had 
amassed considerable fortunes, which they 
were taki hame. They remained several 
days, spendi money freely and gamblin 
extensively. On Tuesday Miner accuse 
Pepe Gonzales, Acting Mayor of Chuquli- 
saca, of having cheated them by means of 
‘marked cards, and offered to prove the as- 
sertion. Gonzales drew a pistol, but was 
knocked down by Joiner and a general fight 
ensued in which thirty persons threw them- 
selves on the friendiess Americans. 

Finally the police arrested the Americans, 
letting the natives go free. The Ameri- 
cans were taken to a filthy jail, left two 
nights and one day without food, and after 
the semblance of a trial, in which they were 
accused of being spies and were not al- 
lowed to send a message to the American 
Consul, they were sentenced to death.. The 
sentence was carried into execution Thurs- 
day noon, publicly. Their horses and other 
property have disappeared, but'it is known 
that Gonzales has distributed them among 
his friends and the police.

Now that the Manchester road franchise 
has been signed by the Mayor the property 
owners living along the route of the pro- 
posed extension will probably go into court 
Monday or Tuesday and ask for a res- 
training order. They will do this on the 


‘ground that the franchise is ‘practically 


forfeited. 

The ordinance was passed Dec. 15, 1893, 
and it was specified that the road should 
be: completed and in operation. by Jan. 1, 
1896. A little more than one day remains 
in which to finish the work, but as it now 
stands this is an absolute impossibility. 
This, it is claimed, might be overlooked if 
the company had made any effort to com- 
ply with the ordinance, but instead of doing 
so they allowed an entire year to elapse 
before a stroke of work was done. Even 
then they went at it in a leisurely- way, 
working when they pleased and idling 
away weeks at a time. ng all this pe- 
riod the street was in a most deplorable 
condition. The macadam was taken away 
and the roadway cut all to pieces. Great 


‘bogholes formed at different places along 


the line so as to render it impossible for 
teams to pass. 

Street Commissionér Milner was com- 
plained to and he lost no time in saying to 
the company that it must put the street 
in repair. Instead of doing so the com- 
pany cut the street up worse than ever 
and to add to “he injury already done, 
laid T rails in violation of the city char- 
ter, This was done on a permit issued by 
President McMath of the Board of Public 
Impravements, whose son is constructing 
engineer for the Manchester Road Co.

While this was going on a new franchise 
was railroaded through the Municipal As- 
sembly for a branch line on Sarah street. 
This is the ordinance against which the 
property owners have so strenyously pro- 
tested. They pointed out in the first place 
through Laclede J. Howard, that under 
the ordinance the road was given permis- 
sion to run its ears at the rate of 15 miles 
an hour in the heart of this city. 

That portion of the ordinance reads as 
follows: 

Said. Manchester Road Electric Railway 
Co. may run its cars on its said railroad 
at a rate of speed not to exceed fifteen 
miles an hour. The temporary suspension 
of operations by said company, or the tem- 
porary use of horse power in drawing its 
cars, caused in either case by derangement 
of the machinery of said company, or by 
any other extraordinary accident or emer- 
gency, shall not be deemed a violation of 
this ordinance. 

This was particularly impressed upon the 
Mayor and he was asked not to allow such 
a measure to become a law on account of 
the danger to the people, but it is now in 
effect and the road can run at express train 
speed if it desires to. ; 

ater on it was discovered that there was 
not a single line in the ordinance requiring 
a-bond from the company or fixing a penalty 
for failure to carry out the provisions of the 
law. In other words, the company was 
told to do certain things, but no way was 
rovided to compel it to do them. It could 
ear up the street and leave it and there 
Was no redress for the;city. 

On this ground alone, it is pointed out, 
the Mayor should have vetoed the measure, 
but he consulted with City Counselor.

“Why, just think of it; we agree to put the 
street in as good condition as we found it, 
and that will cost us at least $10,000. 

“How very liberal that is. ‘They tear up 
a street and then want to pose as philan- 
thropists because they restore it to the con- 
dition in which it was. To me it locks like 
an outrage that all these great concessions 
should be made to corporations without any 
return being made to the eity. It is time 
for the city to call a halt, and I have al- 
ready talked to a number of the Coune il.

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NEGLIGENCE KILLED HIM. 


John Connors Died After He Was 
Practically Out of Danger. 


John Connors took “Rough on Rats” Sat- 
urday night, was pumped out at the Dis- 
pensary and sent to the City Hospital. He, 


died at 8 o’clock Sunday morning. It is 
claimed that his death was the result 
either of gross carelessness or incapacity on 
the part of the hospital attaches, or possi- 
~~ combination of the two. 

hen Connors left the Dispensary he was 
apparently out of danger. He had received 
what the Dispensary doctors regarded as 
thorough and efficient preliminary treat- 
ment. His stomach had been emptied and 
washed out, and although hé was weak and 
sick and sore, there was no perceptible 
reason to apprehend that he worn 4 die. In 
fact the physicians at the Dispenb ry hold 
that his demise could not have resulted 
from the poison he took, if he had received 
the attention that the most ordinary in- 
telligence would have perceived he needed 
at the Hospital. i 

He dressed himself, told the doctors he 
was all right, said he was sorry he h 
tried to kill himself, swore g@od-naturedly 
at the assistants who had kept his blood 
circulating by spanking him with A gens 
and comported himself in a generally con- 
valescent style. 

Connors was delivered at the Hospital as 
a patient suffering from arsenical poison- 
ing. Such patients need -* attention, 
and the custom is to put them in a ward at 
once. In Connors’ case this was not done. 
He was dumped into the reception hall and 
left to take his chances until Dr. Sutter’s 
talented young men saw fit to attend to 
him. He waited there for some time—long 
enough for the poison to saturate his sys- 
tem; then Drs. Reder and Pfeffer took his 
case under advisement. 

Dr. Pfeffer didn’t think the Dispensary 
diagnosis was correct. Connors look- 
to him lke an alcoholic pa- 
He called up the Dispensary and 


point at some length. Meanwhile the arse- 
nic was going right along with its deadly 


work. 

Finally the Hospital doctors administered 
hydrate of iron to Connors, that being the 
favorite antidote for arsenic poison. It was 
tog late, though it probably delayed death a 
few hours. Connors died at 8 o’clock and his 
body was in due time sent to the Morgue. 

Dr. Reder of the Hospital corps of physi- 
cians intimates that the Dispensary doc- 
tors are responsible for Connors’ death. 

“As far as I know,” he said Monday, 
“they only applied the stomach-pump, 
whereas they should have washed his 
stomach thoroughly, and then administered 
an antidote. I admit that Connors should 
not have been kept in the reception-room 
here, but that is the fault pt the atten- 
dants.“ 

The Dispensary people insist that the 
blame lies at the door of the Hospital staff. 
This view is generally accepted by p le 
who have taken note of the large number 
of patients who have died at the City Hos- 
pital since Dr. Sutter took charge as com- 
pared to the death rate under the regime 
next preceding his. 

Connors came here several weeks ago 
from Cincinnati, where he had served on 
the police force. He brought his wife and 
three children with him, Saturday he quar- 
reled with his wife. She and the children 
went back to Cincinnati. Then he went to 
a saloon and took poison.

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STREET RAILROAD CONTROL. 

Mr. C. L. Bonney of the Chicago Gen- 
eral Blectric Railway is about to have 
a bill introduced into the Illinois Leg- 
islature the object of which is to place 
the street railroads of Chicago under 
State control. The bill will provide that 
street car lines, like steam railroads, 
shall be under the jurisdiction of the 
State Board of Railroad Commissioners, 
which shall have power to fix rates and 
regulate service, 

Mr. Bonney reduced fares on his line 
a few days ago to seven tickets for 25 
cents—close to the 8-gent limit which 
is being fought for in certain cities. It 
might be inferred from that action and 
Mr. Bonney’s statement that the com- 
pany is making money and wanted to 
share with the public, that he is dis- 
interested in his attempt to get the street 
car lines under State control. 

There was a string, however, to the 
General Electric’s reduction of-fares. It 
now appears that this was but the pre- 
liminary to an attempt to introduce the 
system of graded fares, and this com- 
pany is even now suing a passenger who 
refused to pay 6 cents for a single fare. 
There is little doubt that the General 
Electric Railwaye managers think they 
could do better for themselves, not for 
the public, by escaping from city control.

For this reason the Provident As- 
sociation has no meal tickets to dis- 
tribute, for to give an applicant a meal 
ticket is as bad, from this standpoint, 
as to give him the cash, though it may 
prevent him to some extent from spend- 
ing the money in saloons. 

The position of the Provident Associa- 
tion is economically sound. Besides, the 
Association guarantees to look into every 
case that comes to its notice and relieve 
the deserving. It will also give instan- 
taneous relief in, emergencies, and make 
inquiries afterwards. 

In spite of this, however, the request 
of the correspondent is natural and based 
on the promptings of genuine charity. 
The applications for money for food and 
lodging have been very numerous of 
late, and most people when confronted 
by a request for a trifle to get a meal or 
a night’s lodging are too hurried to in- 
vestigate and too tender hearted to tell 
the applicant to go to the Provident As- 
sociation, especially late at night. 

Under the circumstances the charita- 
bly disposed will probably continue to 
judge each application on the apparent 
merits of the applicant and give a trifle 
where the need seems urgent. Few men 
can bear to think that a fellow-being 
may starve because they refused a nickel 
when the case might be desperate.

Mrs. Davidson says she has long been 
aware of the alleged relations between Dr.

“Dr. Brown called upon me often and 
asked me to pray for him. I promised to 
do so. Mrs. Mason, a member of the church, 
came to me one cay and suggested that we 
should both go down to the church at 10 
and pray 
for Dr. Brown and the congregation. 

“We went to the church as suggested, 
but Dr. Brown did not receive us in the 
manner that a true Christian would have 
done. He seemed annoyed at our actions. 

“He called upon me again at my place of 
business and asked. to go with him to 
the F. M. C. A. building, as he wished to 
speak to me. privately. I thought it a 
strange request, as I knew no one there and 
had never been there. I accompanied him, 
however, and he introduced me to the Secre- 
tary, Mr. McCoy, as one of his Christian 
women. Then he asked Mr. McCoy for the 
use of a private room—one that he had often 
used. Mr. McCoy said he could have the 
room, and we entered it. Dr. Brown swung 
the door backwards, but did not completely 
close it. 

“It was there that he told me that his pas- 
siom for Miss Overman was consuming him; 
he said he would be willing to give up his 
family, his profession and entire career for 
her. was greatly shocked and again coun- 
seled with him and warned him of his dan- 
ger. Once more I advised him to stick to 
the text ‘Love thy wife.’ I advised him as 
a mother and a son, and told him he should 
see the danger before it was too late. I 
called the affection an ‘unholy passion.’

“He went away greatly comforted. He 
said it relieved him to unbosom himself to 
me.“

COL. MURPAY'S QUEER MEALS 


For Five Years He Has Taken Them 
Through a Silver Tube. 


NEW. YORK, Dec. 30.—Col. Michael C. 
Murphy, political leader in the First Dis- 
trict of Tammany Hall, has not tasted food 
for five years, yet during this period he has 
served as Port Warden and Excise Commis- 
sioner. Col. Murphy suffered, and is suffer- 


ing, from stricture of the aesophagus. Dr. 
Weir, in order to keep him alive, performed 
an operation on December 18, 1890, when an 
opening was made in the abdomen and a 
silver tube was fixed in the opening. For 
the first time in a year he then had his 
hunger appeased.

Rainmaker Dyrenforth Will Try to 
Dispel It. 


DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 20.—Gen. R. G. 
Dyrenforth, the rainmaker, has a scheme 
to dispel the famous London fog. He has 
been in correspondence with leading offi- 
cials of that city, and it is said a fund of 
$50,000 will be raised with which to conduct 
experiments. 

Hundreds of thousands of dollars a day 
would be saved in the metropolis alone if 
the fog could be done away with. The 
Dyrenforth fog scheme is only a variation 
of his rainmake one. It includes the use 
of hydrogen gas and explosive balloons. 

His plan is to establish fog stations be- 
low the city and begin his campaign against 
it as the fog rolls in from the sea. His 
bombardment of the skies would produce 
rain, he says, and when precipitation was 


started, the fog would be dispelled.
